Shaheen  Stands 
Firm  on  Busing

No  action  had  been  made  by 
the  S.F.  School  Board  to  de¬ 
segregate  schools  until  Dr. 
Thomas  Shaheen  was  appointed 
to  office.  Dr.  Shaheen  incor¬ 
porated  school  busing  to  insure 
all  San  Francisco  school  chil¬ 
dren  of  an  equal  education. 

Dr.  Shaheen  stands  firm  in 
his  belief  in  busing,  and  states 
that  desegregation  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  is  one  of  the  best  examples 
in  this  country.  Dr.  Shaheen  be¬ 
lieves  that  busing  is  a  necessity 
to  develop  a  relationship  be¬ 
tween  children.  “People  have 
got  to  learn  to  live  together, 
and  in  schools,  children  are  to¬ 
gether  for  as  long  a  waking 
period  as  they  would  be  in  any 
part  of  the  day.” 

With  all  the  demonstrations 
and  Nixon's  moratorium  on  bus¬ 
ing,  Dr.  Shaheen  is  still  hopeful 
that  desegregation  will  be  con¬ 
tinued:  "I  don’t  think  President 
Nixon’s  approach  is  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  country.  The 
President,  after  all,  is  only  one 
branch  of  the  Government.  He 
has  to  get  a  law  passed  by 
Congress  before  he  can  really 
implement  what  he  says  and  it 
has  to  be  considered  constitu¬ 
tional  by  the  Supreme  Court.” 

Dr.  Shaheen  was  very  dis¬ 
pleased  with  the  rejection  of  all 
the  plans  for  desegregation  of 
Jr.  High  schools.  “It  would  be 
a  dis-service  to  the  children 
who  have  been  in  a  desegregated 
6th  grade  to  go  into  a  segre¬ 
gated  7th  grade,"  he  said. 

Shaheen  feels  that  the  NAACP 
did  a  great  service  to  the  Black

With  Assemblyman  Leo  McCarthy 

California  legislators  have  served  notice  that  they  don’t 
approve  of  the  increased  support  now  being  demanded  of  adult 
children  with  parents  on  Old  Age  Security. 

Under  the  Dills  and  Gonsalves  bills,  a  single  person  earning 
$800  a  month  would  pay  $20  for  a  needy  parent,  instead  of  $65. 

“When  the  elderly  feel  they  are  becoming  a  burden  on  their 
hard-pressed  children,  it  makes  them  feel  the  best  thing  they  can 
do  is  go  away  and  die,”  said  Senator  Alan  Short  (D-Sacramento 
and  San  Joaquin  Counties). 

Other  lawmakers  contended  that  it  amounted  to  double  taxa¬ 
tion.  A  family  of  four  with  an  annual  income  of  $10,800  must  pay 
5.6  percent  of  its  income  toward  parental  support  in  addition 
to  the  0.7  percent  demanded  by  the  State  in  personal  income  tax 
payments. 

“That’s  double  taxation  and  then  some,”  says  Gonsalves. 

Under  current  law,  adult  children  are  required  to  make  reason¬ 
able  contributions  toward  the  support  of  their  parents. 

Contributions,  which  go  to  county  welfare  departments,  are 
determined  on  the  income  of  the  responsible  relative  and  the  size  of 
his  family. 

The  new  legislative  action  is  the  result  of  a  general  lack  of 
confidence  in  the  Department  of  Social  Welfare.  Many  law-makers 
have  despaired  in  hoping  the  Department  will  base  its  decision 
on  the  good  of  the  people  rather  than  cost-saving  factors.

The  flames  of  controversy 
about  the  Vietnam  war  have 
again  been  rekindled  by  the 
President’s  decision  to  mine 
the  harbors  of  North  Vietnam 
and  increase  the  bombing. 

The  President  and  high  ad¬ 
ministrators  characterize  the 
military  intervention  in  Viet¬ 
nam  as  an  effort  by  leaders 
of  the  "free  world”  to  protect 
the  remainder  of  the  “free 
world.”  There  must  be  a  deter¬ 
mination  of  who  composes  the 
"free  world”  and  from  whom 
they  need  protection 

The  efforts  to  liberate  Asians 
from  European  domination  was 
led  by  Ho  Chi  Minh.  The  United 
States  gave  almost  one  billion 
dollars  of  aid  to  the  French 
resistance  efforts  against  ex¬ 
pulsion  of  Europeans  from 
southeast  Asia.

feated  at  Dien  Bien  Phu  in 
1954.  In  the  Geneva  agreements, 
Laos  and  Cambodia  were  given 
their  freedom  and  Vietnam  was 
divided  into  two  parts.  Free 
elections  would  decide  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  uniting  South  and  North 
Vietnam.  The  United  States  and 
South  Vietnam  would  not  sign 
the  Geneva  Agreement  and  re¬ 
fused  to  comply  with  the  terms 
of  the  agreement  calling  for  a 
free  election.  Yet,  the  United 
States  claims  to  be  protecting 
the  “free  world.” 

The  present  fear  is  that  if 
the  United  States  pulled  out  of 
Vietnam  there  would  be  a  blood 
bath.  Those  millions  of  tons  of 
bombs  dropped  by  the  United 
States  must  not  be  very  effec¬ 
tive  if  they  don’t  cause  any 
loss  of  blood. 

This  country  could  really  be¬ 
come  a  leader  of  the  free  world 
and  protect  the  masses  of  peo¬ 
ple  from  the  arbitrary  rule  of 
a  small  minority  of  privileged 
people.  All  that  would  be  re¬ 
quired  is  to  render  military 
assistance  to  the  millions  of 
Blacks  in  South  Africa  and 
Rhodesia  and  free  them  from 
foreign  domination.  That  would 
really  upset  the  Communists 
because  they  would  be  pre¬ 
cluded  from  assisting  the  Blacks 
in  their  struggle  for  freedom.

Good  Things  Are  Happening  in  OMI  Schools 


By  TONI  ILLICK 

What  has  really  been  happen¬ 
ing  in  our  elementary  schools 
this  year?  One  hears  many 
reports— both  good  and  bad— 
so  it  was  very  enlightening  for 
this  reporter  to  spend  an  eve¬ 
ning  with  a  group  of  OMI 
teachers. 

Most  amazing  is  the  tremen¬ 
dous  importance  these  teachers 
place  upon  self-evaluation  and 
their  continued  growth  as  teach¬ 
ers.  For  example,  last  year  at 
Jose  Ortega,  five  teachers,  in 
an  effort  at  team  teaching,  or¬ 
ganized  an  “opportunity  class” 
for  the  benefit  of  both  students 
and  teachers.  Within  a  regular 
class  setting,  forty-seven  chil¬ 
dren  from  grades  4-6,  many  of 
whom  were  having  difficulties, 
assembled  for  one  hour  a  day, 
afterwards  to  return  to  their 
own  classrooms.  With  them,  the 
teachers  hoped  to  develop  new 
teaching  techniques  and,  at  the 
same  time,  evaluate  their  own 
attitudes  and  the  way  they 
worked  with  children. 

In  an  experiment  such  as  this, 
teachers  must  be  very  sup¬ 
portive  of  one  another.  All 
agreed  that  teachers  need  each 
other.  IJeally,  they  should  ex¬ 
change  resources,  experience 
and  information;  be  accountable 
to  one  another;  and,  through 
teamwork,  achieve  a  sense  of 
security  and  self-confidence. 
They  have  learned  that  they 
must  rely  on  themselves  and. 
as  one  teacher  put  it.  “Go  and 
do  it  now;  don’t  wait  for  the 
administration." 

Coupled  with  this  desire  to 
be  always  learning,  there 
seemed  to  be  a  great  sense  of 
openness  toward  and  under¬ 
standing  of  children.  These 
teachers  feel  that  students 
should  be  asked  what  they  ex¬ 
pect  and  vice  versa,  so  that 
the  teachers  will  be  able  to 
understand  the  pupils'  feelings 
and  motivations.  The  teacher 
should  not  depend  on  authority. 
Helen  Stewart,  from  Sheridan, 
says  to  her  pupils,  "I'm  here 
to  help  you  learn,”  thus  put¬ 
ting  the  emphasis  on  the  child. 
She  also  said  that  teachers 
must  "respect  the  boundaries 
of  the  kids,  who  must  also 
respect  the  boundaries  of  the 
teacher.” 

All  the  teachers  felt  that  the 
"kids  must  feel  good  about 
themselves."  According  to  Do¬ 
lores  Baugh,  "all  children  are

gifted;"  although  a  child  may 
not  do  well  in  math,  he  may 
have  a  wonderful  sense  of  hu¬ 
mor.  Each  child  should  be  en¬ 
couraged  to  achieve  at  his  own 
level  and  develop  his  own  spec¬ 
ial  talents:  this  sometimes  in¬ 
cludes  allowing  children  to 
teach  other  children.  "Student 
Contracts,"  whereby  a  pupil 
"contracts"  with  the  teacher  to 
do  a  self-chosen  level  of  work 
in  spelling,  reading  or  math, 
for  example,  offer  a  real  chal¬ 
lenge  to  the  motivated  child. 

In  response  to  questions  con¬ 
cerning  busing  and  integration, 
most  teachers  agreed  with  Hel¬ 
en  Stewart  that  “children  en¬ 
joy  school  more  this  year,"  al¬ 
though  all  admitted  that  the 
first  few  months  were  unsettling 
everywhere.  For  school  inte¬ 
gration  to  work,  says  Dolores 
Baugh,  we  "must  have  teach¬ 
ers  who  like  children.  Black 
students  don't  have  to  have  a 
black  teacher  ...  it  is  mere¬ 
ly  a  case  of  human  beings 
knowing  how  to  deal  with  chil¬ 
dren."  However,  the  general 
opinion  was  that  not  enough 
teachers  have  empathy  with  all 
kinds  of  children  and  therefore 
greatly  need  in-service  training 
and  other  programs  to  deal 
with  the  "cultural  shock."

Also  vital  for  successful  in¬ 
tegration,  in  the  words  of  Glen¬ 
da  Oliver,  is  an  "ongoing  circle 
of  mutual  trust  among  children, 
parents  and  teachers,”  for. 
says  Richard  Baugh,  "children 
don't  like  busing  because  par¬ 
ents  don't.”  Five  years  ago  at 
Jose  Ortega,  the  teachers  began 
to  prepare  for  integration.  Early 
recognizing  the  value  of  bring¬ 
ing  parents,  teachers  and  chil¬ 
dren  together,  they  nowf  have 
some  really  great  projects  go¬ 
ing  such  as  eating  breakfast  in 
school  twice  a  week  (with  par¬ 
ent  cooperation):  cooking,  cen¬ 
tered  around  math  problems, 
in  a  parent's  home:  and.  most 
recently,  an  International  Din¬ 
ner.  which  involved  everyone. 
There  is  "no  non-cooperative 
parent.”  says  Thessalonia  Jack- 
son.  who  has  organized  many 
such  special  activities  at  Sheri¬ 
dan. 

We  can  only  be  encouraged 
and  optimistic  about  the  future 
of  education  in  San  Francisco 
with  such  teachers  in  our 
schools!

A  good  crowd  was  out  for 
the  Zone  V  April  18  meeting 
at  Bret  Harte  School.  After 
much  discussion,  a  resolution 
was  passed  to  present  to  the 
Board  of  Education  that  the 
three  junior  high  school  grades 
be  integrated  simultaneously  by 
September,  1973.  Zone  5  has 
one  third  of  the  junior  high 
schools  in  the  city  so  there 
will  have  to  be  some  crossing 
of  zone  lines. 

The  principals  present  felt 
strongly  that  educational  quality 
at  the  elementary  level  is  still 
suffering  because  of  the  atten¬ 
tion  administrators  must  give 
to  the  mechanics  involved  in  the 
desegregation  process.  There 
will  be  some  further  adjust¬ 
ments  necessary  in  the  fall  to 
bring  about  ethnic  balance  in 
some  schools.  It  is  imperative 
that  "downtown”  be  able  to 
give  the  elementary  level  all 
their  attention  before  tackling 
the  monumental  job  of  the  junior 
high  desegregation.

The  best  thing  they’re  learn¬ 
ing  is  that  you  don't  have  to 
live  in  a  rose-covered  cottage 
or  on  a  farm  to  raise  a  bright, 
active,  healthy  child;  you  can 
do  it  right  here.
